ALMOST A MURDER! 


Eariy yesterday nu»ning there came 
to Sheriif Yiberg this telegram: 


HumKBTOWir, Ind., April 14. 


Come immediatdy and tdce oare of. 
J<dm Banwtt. 
JOHH HOUOX. 


Mr. Yiberg was at New Haven aftea 
a gang of com thieves when the mes- 
sage came. 


His deputies, Mr. Tom T^Hlkinson 
and Mr. Charles Lindsay, at once pro- 
cured horses and'a carriage to drive to 
tibe Barrett hcunestead, dtuated on what 
is known as Duteh Ridge, three miles 
northeast of Huntertown, in Perry town- 
ship. 


The officers did not divine the nature 
of their misdon, but supposing the old 
man to be insane, induced his son, Fred 
Barrett, a carp^ter foreman for the 
street car oompany, to go with them. 


Arriving at the scene after a brisk 
drive, ihey were greeted 
160 people, 
men, women and children, and all of 
them were in a bad frame of mind. 


There had been an awful tragedy and 
the victim lay almost lifeless. 


On their farm done live John Barrett, 
aged seventy-four and his wife, aged 
seventy. They have not lived happily 
and in some of their quarrels Barrett has 
threatened the life of his wife. His ex- 
treme age and hers made his words fdl 
lightly on the ears of his neighbors and 
a pity it was so. 


Yesterday morning at 5 o'clock, Mr. 
Barrett arose and built a fire in the 
kitchen stove. Shortly Mrs. Barrett 
joined him, and preparations for break- 
fast were begun. 


They quarrelled about the coffee, so 
the w<»nan tolls, and words led to 
blows. Barrett seized the iron stove 
poker and beat his feeble old wife over 
the head until he laid bare her skull 
through gaping scalp wounds. 


In some way the iron fell from the 
old man's haa4* 
then Mrs. 


Bai^tt ^ oof 6a»1ite poroh that ad- 
joins the kitohen. Here he pursued her 
armed with sticks of cord wood twenty 
inches long, and again he let his blows 
fall on her head. Her hands went up 
to ward off the attack, and they were cut 
into a bleeding mass, until the woman 
fell apparently lifeless to the floor. 


The bloody poker and three sticks of 
wood lay dose by to tell the tde of woe. 
The kitohen walls, the stove and the 
porch floor were bespattered with 
blood, while huge chunks of the woman's 
scalp and pieces of her flesh were scat- 
tered about. 


Barrett, believing he had killed his 
wife, sought the sedudon of a front 
room in the house, which is two stories 
high and capacious. 


Along about 7 o'clock, a boy engaged 
to do chores for the old couple, came to 
the house. Horrified at the sight of blood 
on the porch the lad fled to the furm 
home of George Surfus and related his 
encounter. 


Mr. Surfus hurried over, calling to 
neighbors on the way and soon a stream 
of people were going to the scene. 


Mr. Surfus entered the house and 
found Ifrs. Barrett on the kitchen floor, 
where the old man had dragged her 
from the porch. 


She was apparently lifdess, but some 
work brought evidences of life and sub- 
sequent 
care restored her speech, 
during which she detailed the story as 
related. 


Old Barrett stoHdly refused to admit 
that he was the author ot the assault, 
dthough his dothes were stained with 
his wife's blood, and on his hands, part- 
ly washed, could be traoed the blood of 
the woman with whom he had lived for 
almost half a century. 


The would be murderer was brought 
into flie dty and lodged in jail, and to 
this writing maintains his indifference. 


Dr. Frank Greenwell, of Huntertown, 
dressed the wounds of the woman, but 
expressed little hope of her recovery. 


She was alive last ni^^t, and late de- 
vdq[mkents are awdted.

They quarrelled about the ooflvt), so 


the woman Utlkt, nnd words led to 
blown. Barrett nufzed the irou stove 
poker and boat hit- feeble old wifu over 
tho howl until ho laid baru her skull 
through gaping scalp wounds.

old man's hand,

Barrett gbt out onto tfi« porch that ad- 
joins tho kitchen. Huro ho puntuod bur 
armed with sticks of cord wood twenty 
inchoe long, noil agniu ho lot his blown 
fall on her bond. Her linndtt went up 
to ward off tho nttack, and .hoy w«rocnt 
into a bleeding maw, until the woman 
fell appiu-cmtlr lifolom to thu floor.

Barrett, believing ho had killed hm 


wife, nought the seclusion of a front 
room in the house, which is two stories 
high and capacious. 


Along about 7 o'clock, u boy engaged 


to do ohorett for the old couple, came to 
tha house. Horrified at the flight of blood 
on the porch the lad fled to tho farm 
home of George Snrfnn and related his 
encounter. 


Mr. Snrfns hurried over, calling to 


neighbora on the way aud soon a stream 
of people were going to tho scene. 


Mr. Surfns entered the house and 


found Mrs. Barrett on the kitchen floor, 
where the old man hod dragged her 
from the porch. 


She was apparently lifeless, but some

Old Barrett stolidly refused to admit 


that he was the author of the assault, 
although hia clothes were stained with 
his wife's blood, and on his hands, part- 
ly washed, oonld bo traced the blood of 
the woman with, whom he had lived for 
almost half a century.
